“The Undertaker” 


An undertaker may be an 
individual who takes it upon 
himself to complete a task. In 
our society an undertaker is 
one whose business is to pre¬ 
pare the deceased for burial 
and to arrange and manage 
funerals. 

This profession is very 
necessary, valuable and 
important. One has to be 
qualified with knowledge in 
the category of a doctor and 
counseling skills of a psy¬ 
chologist. He or she must 
have the compassion to 
extend comfort, care and love 
to folks who are hurting in 
the time of the loss of a loved 
one. 

If you are not acquainted 
with an undertaker, consider 
yourself lucky, but if you live 
long enough you will. 

The comments I pen are 
by no means from an expert 
or professional who knows 
everything about the funeral 
business. These layman com¬ 
ments are based solely on 
observations that have taken 
place in my life over the past 
sixty-five years. 

My initial observation 
took place when I was a lad of 
three years old at the death of 
my mother. Mother was laid 
out at our home in 1948. 
This first step was the com¬ 
mon procedure for funerals at 
this time. 

Neighbors, friends and 
family would come to the 
home after the deceased was 
prepared and “sit up” with 
the deceased and family until 
the funeral took place at the 
local church. Sometimes 
these layouts would last from 
one, two, or three days 
depending on the distance 
family members had to travel. 

Today’s arrangements 
may take place as short as an 
hour or two before the funer¬ 
al or even just a short grave 
side memorial. All has to do 
with the busy pace of our 
modern society and family 
wishes. 

In the 1950s and before, 
there were more undertakers 
than today. Each community 
had its own undertaker, doc¬ 
tor, grocery store and school, 
again due to travel methods 


and communication. 

Most of the embalming 
and preparation was done in 
the home. One might see the 
undertaker approaching a 
home carrying a large case, 
containing a pump, embalm¬ 
ing fluid, and other necessary 
medical tools and supplies 
that were needed. He would 
then direct those present to 
leave the room and complete 
the task of preparing the 
body. 

As a circuit clerk for 20 
years and having done much 
research of old records during 
that time, many criminal 
charges were brought on indi¬ 
viduals who embalmed with¬ 
out a license. 

These charges were initi¬ 
ated by other undertakers 
because the competition was 
fierce. Undertaking was a 
very stressful occupation and 
still is. An undertaker told me 
one time that of all occupa¬ 
tions and professions: “If any 
other businessman makes a 
customer mad, it is possible 
to regain that customer’s 
business and trust, but for an 
undertaker, if he makes some¬ 
one mad, he will never bury 
that person or any member of 
his family.” 

When someone chooses 
an undertaker, he is not only 
choosing on his quality of 
work and his friendliness. 
Other factors such as what 
political party he supports, 
what church he attends and 
of course his race, go into the 
selection. 

Before modern ambu¬ 
lance service, paramedics and 
air care evolved, the local 
undertaker served as trans¬ 
portation to the hospital for 
victims when emergencies 
and accidents occurred. 

Because of competition, 
the first undertaker to arrive 
on the scene of an accident 
had an advantage of being in 
line for a victim’s funeral. 

Because of the competi¬ 
tion and mystery of the busi¬ 
ness, many jokes and stories 
are told at the expense of the 
undertaker. As Abe Lincoln 
was quoted, “Jokes are always 
funny when they are on 
someone else!” 


The following observa¬ 
tions and stories are by no 
means factual, but perhaps 
young readers will gain an 
insight to human nature: 

The best and worst are 
seen in people at funerals and 
estate settlements. 

More people carry con¬ 
cealed weapons at funerals 
than at saloons. 

Dad told me that during 
the winter of 1917-18 and 
with WWI going on, times 
were tough. There was a flu 
epidemic, killing as many as 
the war. Dad had a 21-year- 
old brother who died with 
the flu. So many people were 
dying in families that many 
times they had to store bodies 
in smoke houses because no 
family member or neighbors 
were well enough to assist, 
and bury the dead. 

Most of us have heard of 
when a person gets frustrated 
he becomes a “basket case.” 
The origin of this term comes 
for the funeral business. Each 
undertaker had a wicker bas¬ 
ket with a lid. When a tragic 
accident occurred and the 
deceased was mangled and in 
pieces, he was placed in the 
basket, thus “basket case” 
describes an emotional per¬ 
son. 

More family members 
and mourners show up intox¬ 
icated at funerals and visita¬ 
tions than any other gather¬ 
ing. 

Old story: A tragic acci¬ 
dent happened where multi¬ 
ple deaths occurred, the first 
undertaker on the scene was 
heard saying, “Hurry up boys 
and gather the fatalities 
before that other buzzard gets 
here!” 

A man had committed 
suicide by hanging himself. 
Family and friends had shown 
up at the layout. All were 
highly intoxicated and one of 
them commented, “Hell you 
should have seen old Bill 
before the undertaker fixed 
him, his neck was two foot 
long!” 

Even today many of the 
stories and accounts may be 
untrue, or exaggerated, but 
this profession is much need¬ 
ed and valuable.

Summary of Ordinance 94.05-2014 

The following constitutes a summary of an ordinance enacted by the City of Falmouth on December 11, 2013, 
which establishes a Code Enforcement Board pursuant to the provisions of KRS 65.8801 to 65.8839. 

The Code Enforcement Board Ordinance establishes definitions, establishes a three (3) person 
Board of citizens of Falmouth, which Board has the power to issue remedial orders, and impose civil fines as a 
method of enforcing city ordinances when a violation has been classified as a civil offense, but shall not have 
the authority to enforce any ordinance as an offense under any provision of Kentucky Revised Statutes, includ¬ 
ing the Kentucky Penal Code and any moving motor vehicle offense. Members of the Board are appointed by 
the Mayor, subject to the approval of the Council, appointed for initial staggered terms, and all subsequent 
appointments shall be for a term of three (3) years, which members may be re-appointed by the Mayor. 
Alternate members may be appointed to serve in the absence of regular members, and a vacancy shall be filled 
by the Mayor within sixty (60) days, and if not so filled, the remaining Board members shall fill the vacancy. 
Members may be removed from office by the Mayor with approval of the City Council for misconduct, if 
inefficiency, or willful neglect of duty, and all Board members shall take the Kentucky Constitutional Oath of 
Office. Members shall be reimbursed for actual expenses, and may be compensated no more than $100 per 
meeting. No member may hold any elected or non-elected office, paid or unpaid, or any position of employ¬ 
ment with the city. 

The Board shall annually elect a chair, may elect to hold regular meetings each month, hold 
special meetings and conduct all meetings and hearings in accordance with the Kentucky Open Meetings Act. 
An affirmative vote of the majority of a quorum of the Board shall be necessary for any official action to be 
taken, which must be memorialized by minutes reflecting the vote of each member on any issue decided by 
the Board. No member having a conflict of interest directly or indirectly shall be counted for the purposes of 
establishing a quorum and must disqualify from voting on the matter. 

Code Enforcement Board has jurisdiction over all city ordinances which specifically provide for 
enforcement by the Board and which contain provisions for the imposition of civil penalties. It shall have the 
following powers and duties: to adopt rules and regulations governing its operation, to conduct hearings, to 
subpoena violators, witnesses, and evidence, take testimony under oath, to make findings of fact and issue 
orders necessary to remedy any violation of city ordinances within its jurisdiction, to impose civil fines as 
authorized, and to impose enforcement costs against violators. 

Enforcement proceedings shall be initiated by the issuance of a citation by the Code Enforcement 
Officer, which may be issued on personal observation or investigation, or reasonable cause to believe that a 
violation of the ordinance has been committed. In lieu of a citation, the officer may give notice that a violation 
shall be remedied within a specific period of time, and if the problem is not remedied, the city will issue a 
citation. If the violation is remedied, the citation will not issue; otherwise, the officer is authorized to issue a 
citation. 

Citations shall contain the following information, the date and time of issuance, the name and 
address of the person to whom it is issued, the date and time of the offense was committed, the facts constitut¬ 
ing the offense, the section of the code where the number of the ordinance violated, the name of the Code 
Enforcement Officer, the civil fine that will be imposed for the violation if the person does not contest the 
citation, the maximum civil fine that may be imposed if the person elects to contest the citation, the procedure 
necessary for the person to follow in order to pay the civil fine or to contest the citation, a statement that if 
the person fails to pay the civil fine or contest the citation within time allowed the person shall be deemed to 
have waived the right to a hearing before the Board to contest the citation and determination of the violation 
was committed shall be final. Upon issuance, the officer shall notify the Board by delivering the citation to 
the administrative official designated by ordinance or the Board. The person to whom this citation is issued 
shall respond within 7 days of the issuance by either paying the civil fine or requesting in writing a hearing to 
contest the citation. Failure to respond to the citation within 7 days shall be deemed that they waived their 
right to a hearing and determination of the violation was committed shall be considered final in the fine and 
any other remedial measures set forth shall be imposed, as will be the case if the alleged does not contest the 
citation within the time frame prescribed. 

When a hearing has been requested, the Board shall schedule the hearing for the next regular meet¬ 
ing that will permit adequate notification to be made to all parties. Not less than seven (7) days before the day 
of the hearing the Board shall notify the requester of the date, time and place of hearing, which notice may 
be given by certified mail, return receipt requested, by personal delivery, or by leaving a notice at the persons 
usual place of residence with an individual residing there and who is eighteen (18) years of age and who is 
informed of the contents of the notice. Any person requesting a hearing but fails to appear shall be deemed to 
have waived their right to a hearing, and the determination shall be final. The Board shall enter a final order 
determining the violation was committed and shall impose the fine set forth in the citation, and copy of the 
order shall be served on the violator. All testimony shall be under oath and recorded, and can be received from 
the Code Enforcement Officer, the alleged violator, and any witnesses to the violation offered by either side. 
Formal rules of evidence do not apply, but the fundamental due process shall be observed and shall govern the 
proceedings. The Board shall, based upon the evidence presented, determine whether a violation was commit¬ 
ted, and issue an order dismissing the citation or upholding the citation and either imposing a fine up to the 
maximum authorized or requiring the violator to remedy and continue in violation or both. Every final order 
shall be reduced to writing, which shall include the date the order was issued, and a statement that if the civil 
fine is not paid within 14 days from the date of the order a lien shall be filed for the civil penalty assessed in 
a legal expense that the city may occur. A copy shall be furnished to the person named in the citation and the 
order, and if the person is not present when the final order is issued it shall be delivered in accordance with the 
procedures set forth herein. 

Each case before the Board shall be presented by an attorney selected by the city or by the Code 
Enforcement Officer of the city, and if the Board determines it needs counsel to advise the Board such attorney 
may be counsel to the Board or may present cases before the Board but in no case shall the counsel to the city 
serve in both capacities. Any appeal from a final order of the Board may be made to the Pendleton District 
Court within thirty (30) days of the date the order is issued. The appeal shall be initiated by filing the com¬ 
plainant a copy of the Boards order and in the same manner as a civil action under the Kentucky Rules of Civil 
Procedure, and if no appeal of the final order of the Board is filed within the time allowed the Boards order 
shall be deemed final for all purposes. 

Violations of ordinances that are enforced by the City of Falmouth Code Enforcement Board shall 
be subject to the civil fines set forth in the ordinance establishing a violation. The city shall have a lien upon 
property owned by the person found by a final non-appealable order of the Board or by final judgment in 
court of have committed a violation of a Falmouth City Ordinance for all fines assessed for the violation and 
for all charges and fees incurred by the city in connection with the enforcement of this sub-chapter under this 
ordinance. The lien shall be recorded in the office of the County Clerk and shall bear interest at 12% per year. 
This lien takes precedence over all other subsequent liens, except state, county, school and city taxes and may 
be enforced by judicial proceedings. In addition to this remedy, a person found to committed the violation is 
personally responsible for the amount of all fines assessed for violation, charges and fees incurred by the city in 
connection with the enforcement of the ordinance, which may be enforced by bringing a civil action against 
the person and the city same remedies as provided for the recovery of a debt. 

The provisions of the ordinance are severable and if any is found to be invalid that finding shall not 
necessarily invalidate the entire ordinance. Nothing in the ordinance prohibits the city from taking immedi¬ 
ate action to remedy a violation whether there is reason to believe violation presents a serious threat to public 
health, safety and welfare or in the absence of immediate action effects the violation will be irreparable or 
reversible. 


The ordinance shall be effective on January I, 2014.

ORDINANCE 2014- 72.01B 

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING CHAPTER 50 OF THE CODE OF ORDINANCES RELATING TO 
UTILITIES TO ESTABLISH A WATER SERVICE CROSS CONNECTION PREVENTION PROGRAM, 
REQUIRING NEW AND SUBSTANTIALLY IMPROVED OR MODIFIED WATER SUPPLY SYSTEMS, 
THOSE REQUIRING A PLUMBING PERMIT, TO BE EQUIPPED WITH A BACKFLOW PREVEN¬ 
TION ASSEMBLY PRIOR TO INSTALLATION OF A SERVICE CONNECTION TO ANY CITY OF 
FALMOUTH WATER SUPPLY LINE, INCLUDING RESIDENTIAL AND NON-RESIDENTIAL 
BUILDINGS, AND DEFINING TERMS, ALL TO MEET REQUIREMENTS OF KENTUCKY RE¬ 
VISED STATUTES AND KENTUCKY ADMINISTRATIVE REGULATIONS. 

WHEREAS, the Kentucky Natural Resources and Environmental Protection Cabinet has enacted administra¬ 
tive regulations which require every public water system to determine if or where cross connections exist and to 
eliminate them; and 


WHEREAS, the City of Falmouth recognizes it has a responsibility to protect the public health by providing 
a safe source of drinking water, and that cross connections could affect the health and economic growth of the 
community; and 

WHEREAS, it is necessary and proper to amend the Code of Ordinances to comply with such requirements. 

NOW, THEREFORE, be it Ordained by the City of Falmouth: 

SECTION 1 . That a new section of Chapter 50 of the Code of Ordinances relating to Utilities be and 
hereby is enacted to read as follows: 

CROSS CONNECTION PREVENTION REGULATION 

Section 1. PURPOSE and AUTHORITY. 


(A) It is the purpose of this ordinance to establish a program to assure that the public water sup¬ 
ply is protected from any auxiliary water supply which may cause contamination due to backflow or cross 
connections. Contamination of the public water supply presents an imminent health hazard to the residential 
and non-residential users of the public water system; there is the threat of significant economic loss due to 
disrupted water service to such residential and nonresidential water users and potential liability to the City. 

(B) It is the further purpose of this ordinance to meet the requirements of 401 KAR 8:020 as 
enacted by the Kentucky Natural Resources and Environmental Protection Cabinet. 

SECTION 2. Definitions . As used in this ordinance, unless the context clearly requires a different meaning: 

(A) “Auxiliary Water Supply” means any water supply on or available to the premises other than 
the City’s public water supply. These auxiliary waters may include water from any natural source such as a well, 
spring, river, stream or body of water or any water or other substance of unknown or questionable quality that 
may present a health or system hazard to the potable public water supply. 

(B) “Backflow” means the reversal of the normal flow of water caused by either back pressure or 
back siphon age. 

(C) “Backflow Prevention Assembly” means an assembly or means designed to prevent backflow. 

A listing of acceptable backflow prevention assemblies and degree of hazard is available in the Kentucky State 
Plumbing Law, Regulations and Code. 

(D) “Contamination” means an impairment of the quality of the potable water supply by any waste 
product, fluid, substance, compound or other material to a degree that creates an actual or potential hazard to 
the public health through poisoning or through the spread of disease. 

(E) “Cross Connection” means any physical connection or arrangement of piping or fixtures 
between two otherwise separate piping systems one of which contains potable water and the other nonpotable 
water or substance of questionable quality, through which, or because of which, backflow may occur into the 
potable water system. 

(F) “Thermal Expansion Tank” means a device installed on the cold water supply line near a water 
heater to compensate for the expansion of water within a water system when such water is heated. 

(G) “Substantially improved or modified” means improvements requiring issuance of a plumbing 
permit prior to construction or connection. 

SECTION 3. Requirements . In order to provide protection to the public water system against backflow the 
following requirements shall be met. 

(A) “Residential” - Buildings used for habitation or occupancy shall be considered as residential 
buildings. No new or substantially improved or modified water service connection to any premises shall be 
installed or allowed to be installed by the City unless a backflow prevention assembly protects such service 
connection. Residential service connections shall be considered as low hazard applications and all such connec¬ 
tions shall have at a minimum a dual check valve backflow preventer installed between the water meter and the 
residence. The City may require additional or alternate backflow prevention assemblies if the degree of hazard 
constitutes a higher level of protection for the public water system. 

(B) “Non-Residential” - No new or substantially improved or modified water service connection 
to any non-residential facility shall be installed or allowed to be installed by the City unless such water service 
connection is protected by a backflow prevention assembly. The type of protective device required shall be 
determined at the time of installation of the service connection and shall be commensurate with the degree of 
hazard at the point of such service connection. At a minimum the service connection shall be installed with a 
dual check valve backflow preventer. In the event activities to occur within a non-residential facility change and 
creates a higher degree of hazard, then the backflow prevention assembly shall be replaced with an assembly 
that provides acceptable protection. 

(C) “Inspections” - The customers water system shall be open for inspection at all reasonable times 
to authorized representatives of the City to determine whether cross connections or other structural or sanitary 
hazards, including violation of this ordinance, exist. When such a condition becomes known, the City may 
deny or immediately discontinue service to the premises by providing a physical break in the service line until 
the customer has corrected the condition in conformance with the State and local statutes relating to plumb¬ 
ing, water supplies and the regulations adopted pursuantly thereto. Water service to any premises shall be 
discontinued if it is found that a backflow prevention assembly required by this ordinance has been removed, 
bypassed, or if an unprotected cross connection exists on the premises. Service will not be restored until such 
conditions or defects are corrected. 

(D) “Existing Service Connections” - All existing water service connections which do not have 
backflow prevention assemblies or existing water service connections which have less than the minimum 
required backflow prevention assemblies, shall, except for the inspection requirements, be excluded from 
the requirements of this ordinance so long as the City is assured that the public water system is satisfactorily 
protected. However, if the City determines that a hazard to health exists, or the administrative regulations of 
the Commonwealth of Kentucky so require, then a backflow prevention assembly meeting the requirements 
of this ordinance may be installed on such existing service connection. Backflow prevention assemblies shall 
not be installed on existing service connections until after the property owner of such residential or com¬ 
mercial property has been informed of the actual and potential hazards that may be created as a result of such 
backflow assembly installation. Notices provided to such property owners shall include the following language 
as adopted in 815 KAR 20:120 Section 2. Item (6): 


When cross connection control devices are properly installed, they create a closed water system. A properly 
sized thermal expansion tank shall be installed in the cold water supply located as near the water heater as 
possible. 

SECTION 4. Severability . If any provision of this Ordinance is deemed by a court of competent jurisdic¬ 
tion to be unenforceable or unconstitutional or in conflict with applicable laws of the Commonwealth, the 
remaining provisions of this Ordinance shall continue in full force and effect. 

SECTION 5. Effective Date. This Ordinance shall take effect upon its passage, approval, and publication 
in Summary as required by law.

ORDINANCE, ARTICLE 4, SECTION A: DESIGNATION OF FLOOD PLAIN COORDINATOR, 
AND ARTICLE 4 SECTION C, TO DELETE THE CITY CLERK, AND TO PROVIDE FOR APPOINT¬ 
MENT OF THE FLOOD PLAIN ADMINISTRATOR BY THE MAYOR, SUBJECT TO THE APPROV¬ 
AL BY RESOLUTION OF THE FALMOUTH CITY COUNCIL. 

Be it ordained by the City of Falmouth: 


Section 1 . That Section 152.01 of the Code of Ordinances, wherein the City adopted the Kentucky Model 
Flood Plain Ordinance, be and hereby is amended to read as follows: 

ARTICLE 4. ADMINISTRATION 

SECTION A. DESIGNATION OF LOCAL ADMINISTRATOR. 


The City of Falmouth, of Pendleton County, Kentucky hereby appoin t s t he Terry England , establishes the 
office of Flood Plain Coordinator to administer, implement, and enforce the provisions of this ordinance by 
granting or denying development permits in accordance with its provisions, and is herein referred to as the 
Floodplain Administrator. 

Flood Plain Coordinator shall constitute a minor office, may be combined with any other city or county office, 
and the duties of which may be delegated by contract. The duties of Floodplain Administrator shall be carried 
out by such person as appointed by the Mayor, with the approval of the City Council, by Resolution. 

SECTION C. DUTIES AND RESPONSIBILITIES OF THE LOCAL ADMINISTRATOR 

The Ci t y Cle r k is he r eby appo i n t ed Flood p lain Adminis tr a t o r t o adminis t e r and implemen t t he pr ovisions of 
t his chap t er. 

Section 2. This Ordinance shall be effective upon its passage, approval and publication in summary as required 
by law.

THE NATE JONES REPORT

Pendleton County’s 
hometown Major League 
Baseball star, Nathan 
Andrew “Nate” Jones, is in 
his third season as a relief 
pitcher with the Chicago 
White Sox. Below are brief 
details of his in-game activi¬ 
ties for the week ending 
May 18, 2014. 

After only four games 
into the 2014 Major League 
Baseball season (and two 
brief appearances by Jones), 
Nate was placed on the 
15-day disabled list on April 
4 due to what was then 
thought to be a glute mus¬ 
cle strain in the buttock 
area. Subsequent MRI 
(magnetic resonance imag¬ 
ing) procedures revealed 
herniated discs in the lower 
spine area. Nate was then 
placed on the 60-day DL 
(on May 3) and underwent 
microdiscectomy surgery 
on May 5. 

Although it was report¬ 


ed here previously about the 
results of the surgical proce¬ 
dure and how Jones is

1 tsp smokehouse maple 

1 tsp mesquite 

1/2 tsp crushed red pepper 

1 tbsp garlic powder 

2 c barbecue sauce 
(your favorite) 

Directions; 

• Preheat oven to 300 F. 
Peel off the tough 
membrane that covers the 
bony side of the ribs. 

•Mix together sugar and 
spices to make rub. 

• Apply rub to ribs on all 
sides. 
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• Lay ribs on two layers of foil 
(shiny side out and meaty side 
down). 

• Lay two layers of foil on top of 
ribs. Roll and crimp edges tightly 
(edges facing up to seal). 

• Place on baking sheet and bake 
for 2-2 1/2 hours or until meat is 
starting to shrink away from ends 
of bone. 

• Remove from oven. Heat broiler. 

• Cut ribs into serving sized portions. 

• Arrange ribs on broiler pan, bone 
side up. Brush on sauce. 

• Broil for 1 or 2 minutes until sauce 
is cooked on and bubbly. 

• Turn ribs over. Repeat on other 
side. 

• Instead of broiling, you can also 
finish ribs on the grill.

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Steps to safe groundwater 


Agricultural chemicals 
are an important part of 
many farm operations. Used 
properly they help Kentucky 
farmers produce an abun¬ 
dant, safe food supply If 
mishandled, however, they 
can contaminate groundwa¬ 
ter, which is a source of 
drinking water for many 
residents. 

You can reduce the 
chance that improperly used 
agricultural chemicals will 
contaminate groundwater by 
following these eight steps. 

Read the manufacturers 
label for each chemical you 
apply and follow the direc¬ 
tions for safe use and dis¬ 
posal. Never pour chemicals 
together before disposing of 
them, because it might cause 
a dangerous reaction. 

Mix and store chemicals 
at least 50 feet from a well, 
sinkhole or surface water 
sources such as ditches, 
ponds, streams or marshes. 
This is because you cant 
always detect which way a 
chemical will flow after a 
spill. Plus, subsequent rains 
can wash chemicals further, 
or in a different direction, 
than you think. 

If you spill a pesticide on 
a hard surface, don’t wash 
down the area, because it 
might carry the material to 
other water sources. Instead, 
surround the contaminated 
area with dirt or sprinkle an 
absorbent material such as 
sawdust or kitty litter over 
the spill. Then, put the 
absorbent material in a 
strong plastic bag and dis¬ 
pose of it in a safe manner. 

Always keep the filling 
hose above the tank water 
level when filling the sprayer 
to prevent back-siphoning. 
Put a clamp on top of the 
tank to hold the hose if nec¬ 
essary. Be sure someone is 
paying attention to the 
sprayer the entire time it’s 
being filled. 

To prevent back-siphon¬ 
ing, install back-flow preven¬ 
tion or anti-siphon devices 


on the fill pipe between the 
water source and sprayer. A 
pump won’t always prevent 
back-siphoning, because a 
voltage drop or uneven water 
supply could cause a pump 
to “cough” chemicals out. 

Triple-rinse or pressure- 
rinse agricultural chemical 
containers prior to disposal 
and empty the rinse water 
into the spray tank. Rinse 
containers as soon as they are 
emptied to prevent residue 
from drying out. Dispose of 
the containers according to 
label instructions. Many 
counties have plastic con¬ 
tainer recycling programs. 

Store chemicals in a dry, 
well ventilated, cool loca¬ 
tion, preferably with an 
inward-slanting concrete 
floor. Keep chemicals in the 
original, labeled container 
that’s tightly sealed. Try to 
keep the containers off the 
floor by putting them on 
pallets or shelves. 

Plan your required inven¬ 
tory and chemical purchases 
for the crop year so you can 
buy only what is necessary 
for that year. Try to use or 
give away leftover products 
instead of discarding them. 

Inspect your well period¬ 
ically. Pollutants can enter 
the well directly from the 
surface, openings in or 
beneath the pump base or 
soil next to the well. Be sure 
seals are tight between the 
pump and pump base and 
between the casing and wall 
of the bore hole. Check the 
pump for leaks. Locate and 
cap old wells.

2014 acreage reporting deadlines 


USDA Farm Service 
Agency (FSA) State Execu¬ 
tive Director John W. 
McCauley reminds agricul¬ 
tural producers of the acre¬ 
age reporting requirements 
that must be met prior to 
receiving program benefits. 
Filing an accurate acreage 
report for all crops and land 
uses, including failed acre¬ 
age and prevented planting 
acreage, can prevent the loss 
of benefits for a variety of 
programs. 

In order to comply with 
FSA program eligibility 
requirements, all producers 
are encouraged to visit their 
local FSA office to file an 
accurate crop certification 
report by the applicable 
deadline. 

The 2014 Kentucky 
Acreage Reporting Dead¬ 
lines are: 

May 31- Nursery Pre¬ 
ceding Year (report 2014 
for 2015). 

July 15- All other crops 
and CRP. 

Sept. 30- Aquaculture; 
value loss and controlled 
environment crops (except 
nursery). Examples: Christ¬ 
mas trees, crustaceans, fin- 
fish, flowers, ginseng, grass 
sod. 

Dec. 15- Fall seeded 
small grains. Examples: 
Barley, ganola, oats, rye, 
wheat. Preceding Year 
(report 2014 for 2015) 

The following excep¬ 
tions apply to the above 
acreage reporting dates: 

If the crop has not been 
planted by the above acre¬ 
age reporting date, then the 
acreage must be reported 
no later than 15 calendar 
days after planting is com¬ 
pleted. If a pro¬ 

ducer acquires additional 
acreage after the above acre¬ 
age reporting date, then the 
acreage must be reported 
no later than 30 calendars 
days after purchase or 


acquiring the lease. Appro¬ 
priate documentation must 
be provided to the county 
office. 

If a perennial forage 
crop is reported with the 
intended use of “cover 
only,” “green manure,” “left 
standing,” or “seed,” then 
the acreage must be report¬ 
ed by July 15. 

Noninsured Crop 
Disaster Assistance Pro¬ 
gram (NAP) policy holders 
should note that the acre¬ 
age reporting date for NAP 
covered crops is the earlier 
of the dates listed above or 
15 calendar days before 
grazing or harvesting of the 
crop begins.

Spring is a

house a thorough cleaning. 
During this cleaning ritual, 
you may find that you’ve 
accumulated way too much 
stuff. A yard sale is a per¬ 
fect way to remove house¬ 
hold clutter and make 
some extra money. 

Having a yard sale does 
not necessarily mean it will 
be a success. Careful plan¬ 
ning and preparation 
beforehand can help you 
have the most successful 
yard sale possible. 

Planning ahead is essen¬ 
tial and should be done 
well in advance of the yard 
sale date. Start by sorting 
through your unwanted 
items. Make sure the items 
you plan on selling are gen¬ 
tly used, not broken or 
missing parts, and void of 
stains, missing buttons or 
broken zippers. Organize 
similar items together. This 
can help you with pricing 
later. 

You may also want to 
check with your local gov¬ 
ernment to determine if 
they have any regulations 
about the number of yard 
sales you can have during a 
year or if they require a 
permit. This information is 
usually available on local 
government websites. 

Location is an impor¬ 
tant key to a successful 
yard sale, as your custom¬ 
ers may not want to travel 
far distances. If you have a 
family member or friend 
who lives near a main thor¬ 
oughfare, subdivision or 
other desirable location, 
you may ask them if they 
would like to have a multi¬ 
family yard sale at their 
location. Another option is 
to talk with your neighbors 
about having neighbor¬ 
hood-wide yard sale. 

When you price your 
items, make sure your ask¬ 
ing price is reasonable for 
the piece and its condition. 
You may want to visit a few 
yard sales around the 
neighborhood beforehand 
to see the prices for similar 
items. You can purchase 
yard sale price stickers at 
many grocery stores or 
make your own with mask¬ 
ing tape and a marker. 
When setting your prices, 
remember that your cus¬ 
tomers may like to negoti¬ 
ate so you should be will¬ 
ing to be flexible. 

Timing is very impor¬ 
tant to the success of yard 
sales. Friday and Saturday 
are very popular days for 
yard sales. People usually 
have more disposable 
income at the first of the 
month compared to the 
end of the month. Many 
yard sales are also planned 
to coincide with local festi¬ 
vals. Many customers like 
to get out early to get the 
best deals, so plan on start¬ 
ing your yard sale by at 
least 8 a.m., but be aware

Protecting your horses 


Few things say spring in 
Kentucky like horses. 
Chances are if you are in the 
4-H Horse Program you’ve 
been working diligently to 
prepare your horse for 
spring and summer shows, 
trail rides and camps. One 
important aspect to never 
forget is springtime vaccina¬ 
tions. 

Traveling, showing and 
being around unfamiliar 
horses are very stressful situ¬ 
ations for horses and can 
negatively affect a horse’s 
immune system. If your 
horses have not been prop¬ 
erly vaccinated, they are 
more likely to become sick 
while away, and they also 
may infect your other horses 
once they return to your 
farm. 

All horses should receive 
annual vaccinations for teta¬ 
nus, Eastern and Western 
equine encephalomyelitis, 
West Nile virus and rabies. 
Since Eastern and Western 
equine encephalomyelitis 
and West Nile virus are both 
transmitted by mosquitoes, 
it’s important for you to 
have your horses vaccinated 
as soon as possible. Other 


vaccinations you may want 
to consider for your perfor¬ 
mance horses include equine 
herpes virus and influenza. 
If you don’t already have a 
vaccination schedule, talk to 
about 


your veterinarian 
starting one. 

You can also take pre¬ 
ventative measures on your 
farm to decrease your hors¬ 
es’ risk to mosquito expo¬ 
sure. Some simple things to 
do include eliminating stag¬ 
nant water sources like old 
tires or buckets, making 
sure barn gutters are free of 
standing water and other 
debris, regularly flush water- 
ers and remove tall vegeta¬ 
tion around fence rows and 
property boundaries, as 
mosquitoes will seek shelter 
in these during the day. 

If your horses do get 
sick, they should be on strict 
rest for one week for every 
day they have a fever. After 
that, they can gradually 
return to work.

It is beautiful May 
morning with the sun shin¬ 
ing and the temperature 
already in the 60s, a perfect 
day for gardening! 

We had a nice but cool 
day on Sunday to host 
church services.

ies were all brought in by 
the church women. We 
exchange with one another 
so it doesn’t make it so hard 
when your turn comes. 

We invited some of the 
church families back for a 6 
p.m. supper and also the 
youth in the community. 
We had around 130 people 
here for supper. On the 
menu for supper was meat 
and potato casserole (four 
big roasters full), ham and 
beans, green beans, tossed 
salad and dressing, bread, 
peanut butter spread, pick¬ 
les, hot peppers, a variety of 
cakes, pies and ice cream. 

After everyone is done 
eating, the tables are cleaned 
and the youth boys and girls 
(16 and over) all sit down to 
sing songs. The men also sit 
and help sing while the 
women help wash the dish¬ 
es. They help sing as they 
wash dishes so it makes it go 
faster it seems. Our church 
has its own set of dishes 
such as glasses, coffee cups 
and silverware. The women 
put all the dishes right back 
in the totes and boxes so 
they are ready to be carried 
out to the bench wagon for 
the next services. It is always 
so relaxing to hear the sing¬ 
ing after a long day. We have 
three daughters with the 
youth group already. Time 
seems to go faster each year. 
We were all tired and ready 
for bed after everyone had 
left by 9 p.m. 

It makes it well worth 
your effort though when all 
the youth are respectful and 
I appreciated everyone 
expressing their thanks for 
having them here. May God
